AN INTEODUCTOEY BD3LIOGEAPHT IN VALUE 1 

THE following list is constructed with a view to immediate usefulness 
and practicality, and the convenience of the usual alphabetical 
arrangement by authors is sacrificed for a greater convenience of a few 
hints as to the various main phases and tendencies in contemporary 
treatments of values. The list is far from exhaustive; and it includes 
mainly the more explicit treatment of the subject, as distinguished from 
philosophical or technical theories that only imply a value theory. Some 
groups are fairly well unified in spirit (especially schools, such as the 
pragmatists) ; in others the various works may have little more in kin 
than a common field of interest (especially classes of values, such as the 
religious). Some attempt has been made to list the titles within each 
group, and also under each author, in order of importance, historical or 
constructive. Asterisks denote a few works which will best typify the 
various aspects and tendencies or which will serve as good introductions 
to their respective groups.
